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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , prior art could not be located that taught a solid-state imaging 
device comprising: wherein the wiring includes: an internal electrode disposed on a 
surface of the substrate; an external electrode disposed on a rear surface of the 
substrate; and an end face electrode disposed under the rib so as to penetrate the 
substrate along a side face of the substrate, the end face electrode connecting the 
internal electrode and the external electrode, and at least a part of the end face 
electrode the side face of the substrate, an outer side face of the rib and a side face of 
the transparent plate form a substantially coplanar surface. This limitation, in 
conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither disclosed in, nor suggested by, 
the prior art. 

With respect to claim 12, prior art could not be located that taught a method of 
producing a solid-state imaging device comprising: cutting the perforation conductive 
layer the base material, the rib formation member and the transparent plate sequentially 
in a single operation in a direction perpendicular to the surface of the base material and 
in a direction that divides a width in a planar shape of the rib formation member into 
halves so as to separate into respective pieces of the solid-state imaging devices. This 
limitation, in conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither disclosed in, nor 
suggested by, the prior art.
